Estimates of North Vietnam's paddy vice Output are 
based on indirect evidence such as reporting on weather, 
insect and disease problems, and press commentary on planting, 
fertilizing, weeding, and other agricultural activities. 
Announcements by the regime on its output plans or performance 
are often internally inconsistent and misleading. Current 
estimates of North Vietnam's Snday output are shown in the 
tabulation below. ‘In addition, secondary crops equivalent 
to abont 600,000 tons of rice have been produced annually.

North Vietnam's population currently amounts to about 
24 million. An April 1974 census revealed a population of some 
h 23.7 million, 50% higher than the 16 million counted in the 
1960 census. The implied growth rate of about 3% annually, 
however, may overstate the actual rate because coverage in 
“the recent census presumably was more complete than in the 


earlier one. A population growth rate of about 2.5% annually 


probably is a reasonable estimate.
